The parties  in this matter agree to the terms and  conditions  of the attached  Stipulation as
the  final  disposition  of this  matter,  subject  to  the  approval  of the  Medical  Examining  Board

(Board).   The Board has reviewed this Stipulation and considers it acceptable.

Accordingly,  the  Board  in  this  matter  adopts  the  attached  Stipulation  and  makes  the
following Findings of Fact9 Conclusions of Law, and Order.

FINDINGS OF FACT

I.             Deanna D.  Benish,  M.D.  (Licensee),  (Year of Birth  l972)  is  licensed  in the  state
of Wisconsin to  practice medicine and  surgery,  having  license number 415] 3-20,  first issued on
August  6,1999,  with  registration  current  through  October  31,  2023.    Licensee`s  most  recent
address on file with the Wisconsin Department of Safety and Professional  Services (Department)
is in Reedsburg,  Wisconsin 53959.

2.            At all times relevant to this proceeding,  Licensee  practiced as  an  obstetrician  at a
clinic  located  in Reedsburg,  Wisconsin (Clinic).

3.            On  December  15,  2021,  at  the  clinic,  Patient  A  had  her  first  prenatal  visit  with
Nurse  a  which  included  a  discussion  of the  medications  Patient  A  was  taking.    Patient  A  was



taking  lisinopri]  and  her  medical  records  reflected  the  same.  Patient  A's  after  visit  summary
reflected   that   she   should   continue   taking   lisinopril   even   though   it   is   a   category   D   drug
contraindicated during pregnancy.

4.            On January  19, 2022, Patient A had a routine prenatal  appointment with Licensee.
Patient A  alleged  that  she  informed  Licensee  that  she  was taking  lisinopril.   Licensee  does  not
recall  Patient A  stating that she  was taking  lisinopril.  Patient A's  records  reflected that she  was

prescribed and taking ]isinopril. Licensee did not advise Patient A to discontinue taking lisinopril
during her pregnancy.

5.            On February  1 8,  2022,  Patient A messaged  Licensee  expressing  concern that she
was  instructed to  continue taking  lisinopril  because she discovered that  it was a category D  drug
contraindicated during pregnancy.  At that time Patient A was sixteen (16) weeks pregnant.  Patient
A transferred her care tc> a different clinic.

6.           In  resolution  of  this  matter,   Licensee  consents  to  the   entry  of  the  following
Conclusions of Law and Order.

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

1.           The wisconsin Medical Examining Board is authorized to enter into the attached
Stipulation pursuant to Wis.  Stat.  § 227.44(5).

ORDER

I.            The attached stipulation is accepted.

2.           Within three (3) months of the date of this order, Licensee sha]] at her own expense
take  and   successfully  complete  two   (2)  hours  of  education  on  the  topic  of  pregnancy   and
medication as follows:

a.    Each  course  attended  in  satisfaction  of this  Order  must  be  pre-approved  by  the
Board   or   its   designee.      Licensee   shall   be   responsible   for   locating   course(s)
satisfactory  to  the  Board  and  for obtaining the  required approval  of the  course(s)
from the Board or its designee.   Licensee must take and pass any exam offered for
the course(s).

b.    Licensee shall  submit proof of successful  completion of the education  in the form
of verification  from  the  institution  providing  the  education  to  the  Department
Monitor at the address stated below.  None of the education completed pursuant to
this requirement may be used to satisfy any continuing education requirements that
have been or may be instituted by the Board or Department and may not be used in
any future attempt to upgrade a credential.

c.    The  Board's  monitoring  liaison  may  change  the  number  of oredit  hours  and/or
education  topics  in  response  to  a  request  from  Licensee.  The  monitoring  liaison



may consider the topic availability and/or hours of education when determining jf
a change to the ordered education should occur.

3.           Requests  for  course  approval  and  proof of successful  course  completion  shall  be
sent by Licensee to the Department Monitor at the address below:

2.            Licensee  understands  that  by  signing  this  Stipulation,  Liccnsec  voluntarily  and
knowingly waives the following rights:

I     the right to a hearing on the allegations against Licensee, at which time the State has the
burden of proving those allegations by a prcpondcrancc of the cvidcncc;

•     the righ"o confront and cross-examine the witnesses against Licenscc;
•     the righno call witnesses on Liccnsec's behalf and to compel their attendance by subpoena;
•     the right to tcslify on Licensee's own behalf;
•     the right to file objections to any proposed decision and to present briefs or oral arguments

to the ofricials who arc to render the final decision;
•     the right to petition for rehcaring; and
•     all other applicable rights afforded to Liccnsce under the United States Constitution, the

Wisconsin Constitution, the Wisconsin Statutes, the Wisconsin Administrative Code, and
other provisions of state or federal law.

3.           Licensee  is  aware  of Licensee's  right  to  seek  legal  representation  and  has  been
provided  an  opportunity  to  obtain  legal  counsel  before  signing  this  Stipulation.    Licensee  is
represented by Attorney Sarah Coyne.

4.           Licensee  agrees  to  the  adoption  of the  attached  Final  Decision  and  Order  for
Remedial  Education  by  (he  Wisconsin  Medical  Examining  Board  (Board).    The  parties  to  the
Stipulation consent to the entry of the attached Final Decision and Order for Remedial Education
without further notice. pleading, appearance or consent of the parties.   Licensee waives all rights
to any appeal of the Board's order, if adopted in the form as attached.

5.           If the terms of this stipulation are not acccplable to the Board. the parties shall not
be bound by the contents of this Stipulation, and the matter shall then be returned to the Division
of Legal Services and Compliance for further procccdings.   In the event that the Stipulation is not
accepted by the Board, the parties agree not to contend that the Board has been prejudiced or biased
in any manner by the consideration of this attempted resolution.



6.           Thepar(ies to this stipulation agree that the attorney orothcr agent forthc Division
of Legal Services and Compliance and any member of the Board ever assigned as an advisor in
this investigation may appear before the Board in open or closed session, without the presence of
Licensee  or  Liccnsee's  attorney,  for  purposes  of speaking  in  support  of  this  agrccment  and
answering questions that any mcmbcr of the Board may have in connection with deliberations on
the Stipulation.  Additionally, any such advisor may vote on whcthcr the Board should accei)t this
Stipulation and issue the attached Final Decision and Order for Rcmcdial Education.

7.           Licensee is informed that should the Board adopHhis stipulation, the Board's Final
Decision and Order for Remedial Education is a public record and will be published in accordance
with standard Department proccdurc.

8.           Licensee  is  further  informed  that  should  the  Board  adopt  this  Stipulation,  the
Board's  Final  Decision  and  Order  for  Remedial  Education  will  bc  rcportcd  as  rcquircd  by  the
National  Practitioner Dalabank (NPDB) Guidebook and as otherwise required by any  licensure
compact or any other state or federal law.

9.           The Division of Legal services and compliance joins Licensee in recommending
the Board adopt  this  Stipulation and  issue  the attached  Final  Decision  and  Order for Remedial
